Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method for 
determining a concentration of at least one analyte in a sample contained in a blood bag or tubing 
in fluid communication with the blood bag using an instrument comprising one or more 
calibration algorithms that includes irradiating the sample in the tubing or blood bag, measuring 
the absorbance and calculating a concentration of the analyte using the absorbance and 
calibration algorithm, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 and 8.
